Dr.  Tseng's  wife  is  a  botanist 
who  also  teaches  Chinese  at 
Windom.  The  Tseng's  have  two 
children. 

Dr.  Shoup's  appointment  as 
head  of  the  biology  department 


was  made  official  by  Dean 
Gonzales  on  March  17.  She  has 
been  acting  head  for  the  past 
year,  and  her  term  will  be  for  two 
years,  which  is  how  she  wanted 
it.

Nineteen  faculty  members  at 
Purdue  University  Calumet

"These  promotions  resulted 
from  recommendations  from  the 
taculty  and  were  successtul  only 
after  very  careful  study  and 
consideration  at  all  levels," 
Combs  said.  "The  individuals

Tuition  increase  is  unlikely

It  appears  that  Purdue 
Calumet  will  not  undergo  a  fee 
Increase,  according  to  Acting 
Chancellor  Richard  Combs. 
Combs  said  a  decision  on  the 
matter  was  expected  to  come 
around  April  10  or  11. 

Combs  also  noted  that  Purdue 
Cal  employees  could  receive 
from  an  eight  to  10  per  cent 
increase  in  salaries. 

Both  matters  will  be  resolved 
during  the  99th  Indiana 
Legislative  session,  which 
concludes  April  30. 

Combs  said  the  House 
Appropriations  Budget  Bill 
doesn't  call  for  a  fee  hike.  The 
Acting  Chancellor  also  said,  "I 


don't  think  It  (Senate)  called  for 
one  either." 

He  pointed  out  that  "most 
private  institutions  in  the 
Chicagoland  Area  said  the 
possibility  that  there  will  be  no 
fee  Increase  "looks  pretty 
favorable." 

The  House  also  called  for  a  10 
per  cent  salary  Increase  for 
faculty  and  staff.  But  Combs 
said,  "The  Senate  recom mended 

lower  average  salary  increases 
than  did  the  House."  The 
Senate's  proposal  was  eight  per 
cent. 

A  conference  committee 
composed  of  Senate  and  House 
members  was  appointed  to 
resolve  the  problem.

...and  a  look  back  at  the  awards

Since  I  have  relinquished  my 
movie  reviewing  this  week  to 
another,  I  thought  it  might  be  fun 
to  attempt  to  guess  who  will  win 
the  Academy  Awards,  which 
happened  last  week.  I  will  remind 
you  that  since  this  article  was 
written  a  week  ago,  I  don't  know 
the  winners,  but  by  the  time  you 
read  this  everyone  else  will,  and 
you  won't  have  to  wait  to  see  if  I 
was  right  or  not. 

The  films  with  the  most 
nominations  are  Godfather  il  and 
Chinatown.  Both  are  excellent 
and  highly  recommended  by 
most  critics,  including  myself. 
They  are  both  nominated  for  best 
picture,  along  with  Lenny,  The 
Towering  Inferno,  and  The 
Conversation.  This  is  really  a 
very  impresive  group,  with  the 
exception  of  the  'Inferno',  but 
Chinatown  seems  to  be  the 
favorite,  and  I  will  have  to  go 
along  with  that. 

The  best  actress  category  is  up 
for  grabs,  featuring  Diahann 
Carroll,  Ellen  Burstyn,  Gena 
Rowlands,  Valerie  Perrine,  and 
Faye  Dunaway.  Bursty  n's 
performance  in  Alice  Doesn't 
Live  Here  Anymore  is  probably 
your  best  bet,  and  mine,  too. 

Best  actor  is  a  tough  one,  too, 
because  although  Albert  Finney, 
Al  Pacino  and  Dustin  Hoffman 
are  also  nominated,  it  seems  to 
be  between  Jack  Nicholson  for 
Chinatown  and  Art  Carney  for 
Harry  and  Tonto.  If  the  criterion 
for  the  Oscar  is  really  acting 
ability,  then  Nicholson  is  my 


choice,  and  should  be  the 
Academy's  also. 

Best  supporting  actor  category 
has  a  clear  cut  winner,  in  my 
mind,  and  that  is  Robert  De  Niro 
tor  Godfather  II,  but  he  may  well 
not  get  it,  because  Fred  Astaire, 
for  Inferno,  is  a  sentimental 
favorite.  I'll  pick  De  Niro,  but  I 
know  I'll  regret  it.  The  same 
goes  for  supporting  actress, 
where  Ingrid  Bergman  is 
nominated  for  Murder  on  the 
Orient  Express,  and  I  guess  I'll 
go  with  her  as  the  winner. 

Finally  we  have  director  of  the 
year,  which  is  for  the  most  part, 
anybody's  guess,  but  I  will  pick 
Roman  Polanski  for  Chinatown, 
although  Francis  Coppala, 
Francois  Truffaut,  and  Bob 
Fosse  are  equally  likely  to  win. 

Last  year,  in  a  review  done 
elsewhere,  I  got  a  .500  Batting 
average  on  my  Oscar  guesses. 
Now  you  know  how  I  sized  up  this 


approximately  30  students  who 
are  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  deciding  what 
activities  to  plan  for  PUCC 
students  with  the  $12,000  which  is 
allotted  to  them.

All  acti  vities-fee  paying 
students  are  eligible  to 
join  S.A.B. 

According  to  Mr.  Kovach  it  is 
recommended  that  a  student 
have  been  active  in  another 
PUCC  organization,  but  it  is  not 
necessary. 

"What  we  really  need  are 
people  who  are  willing  to  work," 
he  said. 

S.A.B.  members  along  with 
planning  activities  are  often

University  Committee 
assignments  are  key  to  the 
functioning  of  any  educational 
institution. 

There  was  a  time  when 
students  were  not  "allowed"  to 
serve  on  faculty  or 
administrative  committees.  That 

time  has  changed.  The 

awareness  rennaissance  of  the 
'60's  found  university  officials 
agreeing  with  students  (and 
Thomas  Jefferson)  that 
governing  bodies  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  those  they  govern. 
Thus,  many  institutions  of  higher 
education  gave  their  students  the 
right  to  participate  in  the 
structuring  of  their  academic 
lives...  they  were  given 
membership  on  university 
committees. 

Now,  we  find  ourselves  a  little 
more  than  a  decade  away  from 
the  awareness  renaissance  of  the 
'60's.  Troubled  times  are 
assumed  to  be  behind  us.  (And 
perhaps  the  idea  of  governing 
bodies  serving  those  they  govern 
is  behind  us  also.)  Students  are 
thought  to  be  content,  more 
interested  in  other  things,  non- 
aggressive,  possessed  with 
social-action  impotence. 

Long  distance  observers  of 
'campus  life'  crank  out  un- 
supportable  evidence  which 
would  indicate  that  students  who 
are  engaged  in  higher  education 
at  this  time  have  no  desire,  need 
or  capability  of  revolt.  But 
maybe  the're  wrong. 

Maybe  the  long-distance 
observers  have  not  examined  the 
status  of  society.  Maybe  "they" 
are  not  cognizant  of  the  birth  rate 
in  1957  in  comparison  to  the 
unemployment  rate  in  1975.  Both 


dissatisfied  and  a  revolution, 
however  it  may  occur,  would 
have  fewer  checks  this  time. 
Maybe  those  "observers"  think 
that  every  revolution  has  to  be 
physical  or  violent...  must  take 
place  in  the  streets,  even.  Again, 
maybe  they  are  wrong. 


Students  who  say  they  want 
equity  in  a  system  are,  perhaps, 
unaware  that  they  can  only  get 
that  equity  from  inside — from 
within  that  system.  "Inside" 
groups  respond  to  "inside" 
groups  and  "outside"  groups  are 
out.

You  all  know  the  secretary.  She's  been  the  subject  of  as 
many  jokes  as  the  mother-in-law.  She's  the  stereotyped  dumb 
blonde  who  is  built  like  Raquel  and  wouldn't  know  a  telephone 
from  a  dictaphone.  She's  chased  around  the  desk  by  the 
lecherous  boss  and  takes  shorthand  on  his  knee  or  she's  the 
prim,  proper  lady  who  lets  her  hair  down  at  the  office 
Christmas  party. 

Sure,  we  all  know  the  secretary.  Right? 

Not  quite.  Today's  secretary  is  an  intelligent,  patient, 
charming  woman  who  works  very  hard,  is  paid  very  little,  and 
seemingly  can  do  nothing  to  change  her  plight. 

Take,  for  example,  the  average  secretary  at  PUCC.  We,  of 
the  NEXUS,  have  yet  to  traverse  the  corridors  of  the  O 
Building  to  the  hallsof  the  Anderson  Building  and  find  one  who 
doesn't  do  her  best  to  be  helpful  and  polite  to  every  student. 
(And  sometimes  it  must  be  very  difficult  to  do.)  Their  bosses 
may  be  the  jerks  of  all-time,  yet  you'd  never  know  it  by  the 
secretaries'  attitude.

We  all  know  that  injustice  runs  rampant  in  the  business 
world,  but  the  lot  of  the  secretary  has  become  ridiculous  at  this 
university. 

The  National  Labor  Relations  Act  gives  secretaries  the  right 
to  unionize  and  engage  in  collective  bargaining.  It's  about  time 
the  organizing  faction  that  guarantees  steelworkers, 
bricklayers,  etc.  $6  an  hour  for  frequently  doing  next  to 
nothing,  start  to  work  for  the  underpaid  secretary.

The  speakers  were  allowed  to  begin  and  from  that  point  on,  we  were 
beseiged  by  much  rhetoric,  and  many  instances  of  self-interest 
controlling  many  mouths.  However,  a  few  stars  alone  in  a  dark  sky  of 
degreed  double-talk: 

—Resentment  was  expressed  by  several  speakers  concerning  the 

choice  of  Highland,  Indiana  as  a  site  for  this  hearing,  due  to  recent 

injustices  done  several  Highland  teachers  by  the  Highland  school 
board. 

—A  remark  was  made  by  an  insightful  lady  regarding  the  necessity 
of  the  poor  souls  who  choose  teaching  as  a  profession,  to  attend  college 
for  the  rest  of  his/  her  life. 

Chancellor  Yates  (from  P.U.C.C.)  requested  more  flexibility  in 
college  curriculum  for  purposes  (among  others)  of  broader 
background  in  education. 

Conservationists  had  a  receptive  audience  (hopefully  the 
Commissioners  were  as  receptive  as  we  common  folk)  in  their  pleas 
for  more  academic  emphasis  on  our  environment.  ( It  seem  strange  to 
some  of  the  common  folk  that  a  small  school  like  Calumet  College  in 
East  Chicago,  Indiana  should  have  an  environmentally  oriented 
program  such  as  their  E.C.O.R.E.  program,  and  big, 
important  Purdue-Calumet  can't  compete.) 

—Minorities  also  had  a  good  day,  and  justly  so.  Perhaps  the  best  of 
their  comments  were  those  in  reference  to  those  students  who  do  not 
speak  English  as  their  native  language,  the  special  courses  which 
would  relate  specifically  to  them.  (T.E.S.E.L.  anyone?) 

Many  other  topics  were  discussed  at  the  hearing,  but  I  won't 
elaborate  on  them,  just  mention  them: 

—Many  congratulations  to  Commission  for  the  work  done. 

—Ball  State  representatives  love  the  Commission  and  said  so. 

—There  seemed  to  be  many  discrepancies  and  contradictions  in  the 
proposed  revision;  It's  a  wordy  mutha! 

—A  ridiculous  number  of  classifications  and  licenses  and  very 
constricting  licensed  roles  in  the  proposed  revisions. 

—Indiana  University-North  loves  the  Commission  for  its  role  in 
bilingual  and  bicultural  academic  advancement. 

—Supporters  of  the  bilingual/  bicultural  education  program  love  the 
Commission,  and  said  it,  too,  too,  too,  too. 

— Psychometrists  (school  psychologists,  I  think)  don't  like  the 
Commission,  and  said  so. 

I  don't  mean  to  be  flippant  about  that  last  one.  The  psychometrists 
say,  at  least  as  I  understand  it,  that  if  they  don't  have  a  Ph.D.  or  its 
equivalent,  they  will  be  relegated  to  important  tasks  like  handing  out 
pencils  for  psychological  tests,  and  not  be  able  to  evaluate  those  same 
tests. 

Throughout  the  entire  hearing  I  was  constantly  bothered  by 
questions  about  this  Commission  with  all  its  powers: 

Why  was  the  notice  for  this  hearing  in  some  obscure  Indianapolis 
newspaper,  and  not  in  the  major  papers  state  wide? 

By  whom  is  the  Commission  chosen? 

By  whom  is  the  Commission  paid?  (As  if  we  couldn't  guess) 

What  are  the  prerequisites  for  serving  as  a  Commissioner? 

Why  won't  the  Commission  answer  questions  from  the  floor? 

( Afraid  they  might  have  to  come  up  with  answers?) 

I  just  thought  these  impressions  might  be  of  some  interest  to  those  of 
you  who  are,  like  myself,  in  the  educational  field,  and  to  everyone, 
actually.  This  Commission  affects  us  all,  in  that  it  can  decide  who  will 
teach,  and  what  will  be  taught  to  our  children.

Does  the  counseling  center  help? 

Dear  Editor; 

The  questions  I  am  asking  Purdue's  guidance  center  to  answer  are 
not  meant  to  criticize — they  are  asked  merely  out  of  curiosity.  I've 
been  helped  a  lot  by  a  terrifically  kind  counselor,  for  who  I'll  always 
have  a  spot  for  in  my  heart,  when  I  was  grieving  over  the  loss  of 
my  infant  son. 

If  a  guidance  counseling  center  does  not  remedy  a  problem,  doesn't 
that  mean  a  student  comes  to  the  center  with  a  'tack'  in  them  and  then 
they  leave  with  the  same  'tack'?  What  good  does  that  do  the 
student — or  is  the  goal  to  make  the  student  happy  to  have  his  problem  ? 
What  is  insight?  Is  it  curative  or  is  it  justagreeability?  If  I  feel  anxious 
enough  to  talk  to  a  guidance  counselor  I  would  pray  that  he  would  have 
the  wisdom  to  get  the  tack  I  was  sitting  on,  out,  not  help  myself-justify 
perhaps  an  unwise  action.  Sometimes,  in  the  raising  of  my  children,  I 
have  found  that  when  they  have  a  problem  a  good  sharp  yank  gets  it 
out  better  than  all  the  insight  into  their  feelings  could  ever  do.  Feelings 
are  fickle. 

Why  does  the  guidance  counseling  center  peddle  phoney  sex  as  being 
all  right,  for  example,  the  talk  by  Dr.  Lonnie  Meyers  in  which  she  said 
that  many  deviant  sex  practices  such  as  bestiality,  adultery,  sex 
without  marriage  were  all  right  if  no  one  gets  hurt.  These  practices 
are  weaknesses,  not  strengths  and  they  are  practices  people  should 
avoid.  These  are  temptations  and  they  are  things  we  should  stay  away 
from. 

These  deviant  sex  practices  are  things  that  rip  families  apart— they 
do  not  build  strong  traits  in  people.  They  can  be  justified  by  neither 
morals  nor  faith.  They  are  sinful.  Does  the  guidance  center  advocate 
abortion  as  a  form  of  birth  control?  These  are  not  values  in  life  which 
decent,  caring  parents  want  their  children  (of  any  age)  to  follow.  None 
of  the  parents  on  my  block  (and  I  surveyed  them)  would  be  ecstatic  if 
their  children  engaged  in  premarital  sex  and  none  of  them  would  be 
overjoyed  about  helping  their  son  or  daughter  arrange  an  abortion.

Surely  the  practices  listed  above  are  not  guiding 
us  up  and  even  my  five-year-old  would  realize  that  these  practices 
lack  wisdom.  Since  guidance  means  direction,  wouldn't  it  be  better  if 
the  center  guided  us  up? 

If  the  guidance  center  concentrated  on  having  the  Purdue  students 
led  by  the  Spirit  of  Christ  which  dwells  within  all  of  us  instead  of  by  self 
will,  Purdue  Cal  Campus  would  become  a  much  stronger,  caring,  and 
moral  campus.  There  is  a  divine  will  and  following  divine  will  by 
justifying  actions  by  faith  would  make  Purdue  a  very  mentally 
healthy  campus.  By  following  the  Ten  Commandments,  we  would 
avoid  (I'll  stick  my  neck  out.)  every  human  problem  that  could 
possibly  come  up.

Veteran's  bill  is  "unfair

He  who  yells  the  loudest  gets 
the  mostest. 

Senator  Vance  Hartke,  D.  Ind., 
introduced  Bill  S969  on  March  5 
which  would  extend  the  present 
nine  months  educational  benefits 
to  all  veterans. 

In  the  House  of 
Representatives,  the  same  bill 
was  introduced  by  George  M. 
O'Brien,  under  the  title  of 
HR1954,  on  January  23. 

This  bill  is  opposed  to  a  recent 
bill  which  was  passed  over 
President  Ford's  veto,  giving  a 
raise  in  pay  for  educational 
benefits  and  extending  the 
benefits  for  an  additional  nine 
months  to  undergraduate  school 
only. 

Barb  Hundt,  head  of  PUCC's 
Veterans  Affairs,  and  member  of 
the  Indiana  Association  of 
Veterans  Programs 
Administrators,  feels  that  this 
bill  "is  highly  discriminatory  and 
totally  unfair.  Since  the  required 
months  of  service  were  the  same 
for  all,  benefits  should  be  the 
same  for  all." 


Ms.  Hundt  has  launched  a 
campaign  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  Bills  S969  and  H1954.  Copies  of 
form  letters,  both  to  the  Senate 
and  the  House  of  Representatives 
have  been  run-off  and  can  be 
picked  up  in  Barb's  office,  Gyte 
Building  G7B.  Envelopes  will 
also  be  provided.  Barb  states. 

"All  those  interested  would 
have  to  do  is  sign  their  name  and 
address  at  the  bottom  and  fill  in 
their  Senator's  or 
Representative's  name  at  the 


top,"  Ms.  Hundt  further  noted. 

The  passage  of  the  bill  would 
enable  the  potential  doctors, 
lawyers,  engineers,  chemists, 
scientists  and  those  seeking 
master's  degrees  to  complete 
their  education. 

"I  ask  all  veterans  to 
participate,  whether  they  need 
the  extra  time  or  not,"  Barb 
emphasized.  "Even  friends  and 
relatives  can  help.  To  be 
effective,  it  must  be  a  combined 
effort."

Can  Do

Everything  is  starting  to  look 
bright  again,  after  winters  last 
fling  at  doing  its  thing.  The 
departments  officers  and  the 
University  snow  crew  worked 
from  the  onset  of  the  storm,  well 
into  the  next  day  doing  a 
commendable  job  of  keeping 
traffic  moving  and  the  aisles  free 
of  ice  and  snow. 

As  the  days  grow  warmer,  it's 
time  to  change  and  adjust.  You 
can  save  money  and  even  your 
life  by  spending  some  time  with 
your  car.  The  snow  tires  that  did 
their  job  so  well  should  be 
replaced  with  regular  tires.  In 
normal  weather  the  regular  tires 
will  give  better  mileage  and  the 
traction  needed  for  those  Spring 
rains. 

Window  wiper  blades  need 
changing  at  this  time  of  year 
also.  Snow,  ice  and  road  salt  take 
their  toll  on  wiper  blades.  The 
cost  of  new  ones  is  a  small  price 
to  pay  for  maximum  visability. 
Also,  old  worn  blades  tend  to 
damage  the  window  glass. 

Don't  forget  the  anti-freeze. 
Double  check  to  be  sure  that  its 
the  permanent  type  that  acts  as  a 
coolant  in  the  summer  and  that 
the  level  and  mixture  are  right. 
Too  much  anti-freeze  can  cause 
the  car  to  boil  over  when  its  hot. 

Another  level  to  watch  is  the 
battery  water.  Keeping  the  level 
up  insures  good  starting  and  adds 
life  to  the  battery. 

One  good  way  to  cover  all  these 
check  points  is  to  trade  at  one  gas 
station.  Choose  one  that  provides 
service  along  with  gas.  Check  to 
see  if  they  provide  road  service 
and  keep  a  regular  mechanic  on 
duty. 


Ask  that  your  car  be  given  a 

spring  tune-up 

Discuss  with  the  mechanic  what 
he  will  do  and  what  tests  and 
adjustments  will  be  made.  Good 
mechanics  are  proud  of  their 
work  and  will  give  you  hints  on 
how  to  get  the  best  out  of  the  car. 
They  will  explain  what  a  tune-up 
involves  and  why  certain  things 
are  checked.  You  will  get  the 
most  for  what  you  pay  for. 

Now  that  the  car  is-  running 
well,  drive  safely  and  with 
courtesy.

classroom  and  finds  it  missing 
when  he  returns  for  it.  This  is 
becoming  a  growing  concern  of 
ours  and  we  want  the  students  to 
be  aware  of  this  problem  in  order 
to  combat  further  incidents." 

If  a  student's  calculator  should 
be  taken,  he  could  report  it  to 
Security  and  Safety.  They  would 
have  a  record  of  the  identification 
number,  so  if  it  is  recovered,  it 
can  be  returned  to  the  rightful 
owner.  And  the  campus  police 
can  issue  a  hotsheet  to  the  local 
businesses  that  repair  these 
items.  If  it  is  taken  in,  the 
identifying  numbers  may  lead  to 

its  recovery.

Jimi  Hendrix  -  Crash  Landing 
No  this  isn't  Hendrix'  comeback 
album.  He's  still  supposed  to  be 
dead  but  his  music  is  as  viable  as 
ever.  Especially  after  listening  to 
Frank  Marino  from  Mahogany 
Rush  and  Robin  Trower,  it's  good 
to  hear  their  mentor  again.  Tapes 
for  this  album  were  supposedly 
discovered  in  some  warehouse 
where  Hendrix  kept  a  lot  of  his 
unpublished  material.  This  LP  is 
not  a  rip  off  like  those  last  twenty 
posthumous  Hendrix  LP's.  It's  a 
professional  job  from  start  to 
finish  with  some  of  Hendrix' 
flashiest  guitar  work  spiced  with 
a  heavy  dose  of  controlled 
feedback.  There  are  supposed  to 
be  some  more  albums  from  this 
series  of  tapes.  Let's  hope  they're 
all  as  good. 

Next  time  I  think  we'll  have  a 
bit  of  Yes,  Blue  Oyster  Cult,  Jeff 
Beck,  plus  more  surprises.

7  lettermen  return  for 
1975  golf  season

Richard  Barnes  and  Bob  Girot 
head  a  list  of  seven  returning 
lettermen  for  Purdue  Calumet  s 
1975  spring  golf  season.  The 
Pipers,  coached  by  Athletic 
Director  Gordon  Rosenau,  open 
their  season  April  21  against 
Roosevelt  University. 

Barnes  owns  the  school  tour¬ 
nament  record  for  the  lowest 
score  at  both  36  and  54  holes  of 
golf.  One  of  these  marks  was  set 
at  the  Illinois  State  tourney  last 
fall  in  which  Barnes  compiled  a 
two-round  total  of  147.  Head 
coach  Rosenau  thinks  that 
Barnes  is  the  Piper's  most 
consistent  golfer. 

Resenau  said  Girot  is  another 
consistent  player  and  "you  can 
always  depend  on  him  between 
(the  scores  of)  78  and  80."  Girot  s 
steady  performances  as  a  golfer 
will  be  needed  during  what 
Rosenau  feels  is  the  toughest 
season  in  Piper  golf  history. 

Kim  Karlen  and  Jerry  Stolarz, 
both  former  varsity  golfers  at 
local  area  high  schools,  are  also 
expected  to  aid  PUCC  his  spring. 
Rosenau  said,  "Those  two  fellows 


are  going  to  help  us,  I  believe." 

As  for  this  spring's  golf 
schedule,  Rosenau  said,  "We're 
going  mostly  with  tournaments, 
which  allow  us  to  be  pitted 
against  teams  in  different 
areas,"  He  noted  that  "from  time 
to  time  our  players  will  be  paired 
with  some  top-notched  players." 

The  schedule  consists  of  five 
tournaments,  a  triangular  meet 
and  a  dual  match.  The  Pipers  will 
play  their  home  matches  at  the 
Lake  Hills  golf  course  in  St.  John. 
Purdue  Cal  concludes  its  season 
May  16  with  the  annual  National 
Athletic  Intercollegiate 
Association  (NAIA)  District  H 21 
tournament  in  Indianapolis. 

The  Pipers  finished  second  in 
the  conference  last  fall  but  are 
fortunate  this  year  to  be  allowed 
to  play  in  the  league.
